X'o more, s, 


TESTS OF MENTALITY. 


D*rl*e« Tor MeMuriuic Intellectual Cap. 


aclty of Children. 


While all the roles and devices for 


measuring intellectual capacity through 
physical tests are continually set at 
naught, says the Chicago Itecord-Her- 
ald, there is much pedagogic value in 
the results of the investigations made 
each year by the child study depart- 
ment of the public schools. Xeither the 
mental powers nor the moral percep- 
tions of boys can be gauged by stature 
or by quickness of muscular movement. 
A tall boy may be short on memory or 
analytical faculty, while a short boy 
very frequently astonishes teachers by 
bis ineutal penetration or retentiveness 
of memory. 


At the same time these investigations 


serve the useful purpose of establishing 
certain general principles regarding the 
relation between physical imperfection 
and mental deficiency. The results al- 
so serve to supply a basis for a more 
intellectual adaptation of school ap- 
pliances and books to the physical and 
mental needs of children. The dis- 
closures made by Director Smedley as 
a result of physical tests of 317 boys 
at the John Worthy School, known as 
the "juvenile bridewell," are particu- 
larly instructive and valuable. It was 
found that these boys are inferior in 
all principal measurements taken to 
pupils in the other schools, and that 
this Inferiority increases with age. 
They are also behind in "motor abil- 
ity," and much lower in memory pow- 
er than other pupils. 


As a result of physical measurements 


of pupils in all the public schools Mr. 
Smedley draws a number of interest- 
ing conclusions regarding the relation 
between physical condition and mental 
capacity. He finds that the brighter 
pupils have greater muscular control 
than the duller pupils, that memory 
power is greatest in the larger and 
stronger pupils, and that the tallest 
pupils average as much higher in

One of the worst wrecks in years on 


this division of the Western Maryland 
RMlroad occurred Monday afternoon at 
Tom's CreoK, new Maria Furnace, when 
a car of the freight train due here at 3 p. 
in. was derailed a short distance above 
the creek. This car was dragged across 
the trestle safely, but the bos car follow- 
ing, on which a brakeman was standing, 
was thrown over into the deepest part 
of the ravine, about 33 feet. Three oth- 
er cars next to this, one loaded with coal, 
the others with bran, were detailed and 
tore up the tracks and timbers of the 
trestle, finally coming to a stop with 
their wheels imbedded in the woodwork. 
Brakeman F H. Shindledecker, of High- 
field, was on top of the car when it plung- 
ed from the trestle. Shindledecker held 
on to the car until within about 18 feet 
from the ground, when he lost his hold 
and fell. Had he fallen from the car as 
it toppled over from the track he would 
undoubtedly have been killed. As it was, 
he was badly bruised, but the attending 
physicians say there are no bones brok- 
en and no serious results" are feared. 


The railroad'wreckiug crew hastened 


to the scene from Hauover and began at 
once to remove the wreckage. It will be 
several days before trains can be run ov- 
er the trestle, as the bridge under it is 
damaged. The train due here at 4:14 
was held on the west side of the wreck, 
and all passengers will have to be trans- 
ferred at the bridge until the necessary 
lepairs have been made.

Where crossing ig 
practiced largely, as with poultry, the 
result is nearly always a failure/there 
being no uniformity of color, size or 
laying qualities. If an Ayrshire and 
Jersey are crossed the offspring will 
not give as much milk as the Ayrshire 
nor produce as much butter as the Jer- 
sey. To cross the breeds is to lose 
more than is gained. When buyin- 
pure bred stock tbe fall of the year fl 
the best season for so doing *if the 
prices to be paid are considered. The 
majority of breeders do not care to 
winter more stock than they can ac- 
commodate comfortably and are con- 
sequently disposed to sell at lower 
prices than In the spring. Better stock 
can elco be obtained In the fan, at 
bwtdert b*r« more on hand from 
wnJch to Mlecl—PhUadelphla Record.

THE WORLD'S COFFEE SUPPLY. 


Three-Fourths of All That Is Used j 


Comes From Brazil. 
! 


Coffee was originally indigenous to 


Abvssinia, from whence it was intro- 
duced in Ceylon and Java, but since 
Its introduction into the West Indies 
and South America its original hab- 
itat has almost been forgotten. 
Its 


cultivation in its native home has 
been completely neglected. Brazil is 
now the most Important coffee pro- 
ducing country of the world, produc- 
ing, according to the "Government 
Crop Reporter," almost three-fourths 
of the annual crop. Brazil's position 
with reference to the coffee market 
is much like that which this country 
occuDies as regards corn. 
Similarly, 


while Chicago is the chief corn mart 
of the world, Santos, in the State of 
San Paulo, Brazil, is the chief coffee 
mart. From this point about one-third 
of the world's coffee commerce orig- 
inates. 


The American Steer. 


In tracing the course of this hum- 


ble but useful bovine that has fulfilled 
his part in the American civilization 
of Britain, we have followed the path 
that is traveled every year by tens of 
thousands of his kind. The total an- 
nual export value of United States 
meat—of whicli beef forms the prin- 
cipal item—is in round figures $100,0 
000.000. If we add to this the distrib- 
utive sales of the various packing es- 
tablishments in the United States for 
the domestic market as well, we find 
that it reaches the enormous total of 
1,000,000 carloads, valued at $2,000,- 
000,000. Added to this is the value of 
the' many by-products of the packing 
house, which amount to many millions 
more.

and one and a half teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon; pour this gradually over the 
sweet potato and when well mixed 
tutu It into a pie plate lined with a 
good pie craat; prick several times with 
a fork and brush over with a little 
white of egg; torn in the mixture and 
bafce half aa hour in a moderate oven.
